(? Speaking about Reagan's eatatements), Soviet leader Chernenko, tn his answera to 
questions by a U.S. CNN Televiston Company correspondent on Reagan's star wars program, 
said it ta intended to disarm the Seviet Unton and may ruin the prespects of the arms 
control talke. Chernenko warned that it ts not possible now to Limit: and further 
reduce nuclear arms without taking effective measures to prevent the militarization of 
space, 


mn | February, tn his report to Congress, Reagan claimed that the USSR had violated the 
arma control agreement tn many respects, Chernenko, to his appeal published tn the 
February tesue of the tlluatrated SOVIET UNION magazine, noted that for [word tndfiatinet] 
reasons [words tndfiattoct] unrestrained arms race on land, tn the atr, and on the water 
and ite proliferation tn space, 


Reagan and Chernenko's atatementa show once more that there are great differences 
between the two sides, and that the talkea will be diftteult. The words of the supreme 
leaders of the Soviet Unton and the United States, uttered on the eve of the offtetal 
talkea, cannot fall to arouse concern and alarm among people, 


After the U.S. and USSR foreign ministers on (78) January reached agreement on the 
resumption of talka between the two sides, the deep differences around the new round 
of talks were tomediatoly given publicity.

Delivers State of Union Message, Ureing Congress To Support Modernization of Nat tonal!

[Text] Washington, 6 Feb -- President Reagan tonight delivered hia State of the Union 
message at a joint sessatonof the House and the Senate. He talked about the “renewed 
strength” of the United States and called on the American people to bring about “» 
second American Revolution," 


Reagan cited the sustained growth of the U.S. economy over the past 25 montha, which has 
been the atrongest economic growth tn M yearea; the average 3.9 percent tncrease tn the 
inflation rate over the past 3 years, which has been the loweat level tn 17 yveare: and 
the increase of the number of emploved people by 7.3 million, which ta the highest 
employment total in history, Reagan atreased that “thia ta only a beetoning.” He ured 
the atart of the new challenge, namely, the “second American Revolution.” 


In his apeech, the so-called “second American Revolution" tneludea seven maton tarpeta: 
Stmplifving the tax eyvatem, reducing federal deficita, promoting economic erowth, 
developing permanent manned space atations, restoring traditional values, providing 
minorities with full economic rights, and removing the threat of nuclear war. 

As far as the tax system ia concerned, Reagan urged the approval of a "fair and atowse” 
tax bill. However, reform of the tax ayatem does not mean a covert tax increase. 
Reagan held that economic growth ta the beat method for reducing the deficit. le 
opposed the method of using tax increases to balance the budget. 


With regard to military and foreign policy, Reagan atreased that the United States 
should on no account “slacken ite effortea” to restore ita military atreneth. He 
emphasized that the United Statea' determination to maintain a atrong defense has 
influenced the Soviet Union to return to the negottating table. In particular he urged 
Congress to support his program to modernize defense, and to approve the product ton of 
MX missiles so as to seek mutual and verifiable arma reduction, Reagan alao aaid that 
hin “atrategic defense proposal" waa a good method for removing the threat of nuclear 
wir. He called on Congreas to support hia research program, While talking about policy 
toward Central America, he said that the United States would continue to support ant! 
government organizgationa in Nicaragua. We defended hia policy of tnterference, aay ing 
that "thie ta self-defense," 


A television commentator here aaid that Reagan's State of the Union meanage delivered 
tonight was "full of optimiam" and deacribed the rosy future of the United States, 
However, Reagan admitted that fulfilling the targets which he had defined would be an 
“arduous” task. Hence, the Americana should meet thia "great and new challenge.”

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[Text] Beijing, 8 Feb (XINHUA) -- China will tentatively implement the public 
bidding system at home to secure machinery and electrical equipment that it plans 
to import. Ltema that are not available through public biddings at home will be 
imported, 


On 29 January the State Council approved and transmitted a report by the State Economic 
Commission and the State Bureau of Materials and Equipment on "Requests for Inetruc- 
tions on the Problema Related to the Work of Taking Bids for Machinery and Electrical 
Equipment.” It noted: Gradually substituting the method of taking bids in China for 
the method of making examinations and giving approvals at various levels is an important 
way to improve the procedure of examining and managing the imports of machinery and 
electrical equipment. It is also an important § reform in the current circulation work. 
It ts designed to meet the needs of opening to the outside world and enlivening the 
domestic economy, as well as to promote technical progress of the machine building 
industry. All localities and departments should give full attention to this work. 


The report of the State Economic Commission and the State Bureau of Materials and 
Equipment defines the scope of implementing the public bidding system for machinery 
and electrical equipment at home on a trial basis. From now on, all hub cities wil! 
make arrangements to establish public bidding companies to invite tenders throughout 
the nation for machinery and electrical equipment tobe acquired through biddings. 
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Atter the bidding, if the items still need to be imported, the companies that tnovite 
tenders will make recommendations, on the basis of which all lecalities and departments 
as well as customs offices, banks, and foreign trade and other related untts will take 
corresponding actions without going through the process of gett ing approvals at vartous 
levels. The work of tnviting tenders ts not confined to certain localities or trades, 
It may be carried out throughout the nation. Units that want to import machinery and 
electrical equipment and have the required foreign exchange and tunds mav directly ask 
the public bidding companies to tovite tenders. Production enterprises that are legal 
persons and have the ability to produce and supply the {tems may take part direct ly 

in the biddings. The ttems bid on should meet the requirements of the units that need 
the items, and the latter's consent must be secured before the bidding ts considered 
valid. 


The “Report on Request for Instructions” says: To promote the development of the 
machine-building industry and tncerease the competitiveness of China-made machinery and 
electrical equipment, the following measures should be taken to encourage the course of 
public bidding: 1) Products that have won the bidding should be tncorporated tnto 
the production and distribution plans at all levels ahead of other products. The sup- 
ply of raw and semifinished materials as well as parts and accessories needed by them 
should be guaranteed. 2) A floating price system will be used for products that have 
won the bidding. Good prices will come with good quality. The prices of these products 
are not to be restricted by the prices for allocating such products at home, 3) If 
cructal equipment and spectal materials must be imported or cooperation with foreign 
firms ts needed to produce the tteme that have won the bidding, the enterprises that 
have won the bidding may consider the circumstances and collect a foreten exchange 
allotment charge [wait hut e du 1120 0565 7345 1653) from the units that have entrusted 
others to tnvite tenders. This charge should not be more than WO percent over the pro- 
duct value. 4) Enterprises that have won the bidding should deliver the products tn 
good time and with quality and quantity ensured. They should provide good technical 
service for customers and undertake the ensuant economic and legal responsibilities, 


The State Council] has agreed to set up the Chira Machinery and Electrical Equipment 
Public Bidding Consulting Service Center, FEntrusted by the state, the center is re- 
sponsible for formulating principles, policies, and measures for public bidding; help- 
ing departments concerned organive, establish, and register public bidding companies; 
exercising a unified management; coordinating the efforts to solve tmportant issues in 
public bidding; releasing relevant information; and supervising, inspection, and guiding 
the businesses of public bidding companies tn all cities.

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At first, the cadres and masses of Weixian County were both worried and glad about the 
readjustment of the industrial setup, but they were more worried than glad. In the 
past, they had obtained better income and doubled their output by relying on the 
cultivation of cotton, but now tens of thousands of mu of cotton-growing areas were to 
be reduced according to social needa, At first it seemed that the income of the 
peasants might be greatly reduced, and no wonder it was hard for the peasants to effect 
a change of their understanding. 


In Weixian County, people at all levels carried out serious studies and developed 
intensive discussions, and they realized that it was imperative to reform the unitary 
planting structure. Thus, they exerted concerted efforts to find new industries and 
succeeded in finding a new way of increasing their income, Facts have proved that 
reforming the system of state monopoly for purchase and sales and readjust ing the 
industrial structure of the grain-growing and cotton-growing areas according to the 
needs of the market can bring new vitality to the economy of these areas and increase 
the potential for increasing their income, This is the requisite path in guiding 

the broad masses of peasants to embark on the road of affluence. 


Of course, because of the influence of the old customs and the difference of conditions 
in various localities, there will be some difficulty readjusting the planting structure 
and the industrial structure. In some places, the preparations are insufficient, the 
policy is not relaxed enough, the steps are unsteady, and the work is not well-founded, 
and it is very possible that for a time, income may be reduced, 


Here, “increase” or “decrease” in the year of readjustment depends to a great extent 
on the ideology and style of the cadres. The leadership and the broad masses of!

and then they went deep into the grass roots and conducted investigations, and 
mobilized the masses to carry out discussions on ways to get rich. After detailed 
calculations, plans and measures for increasing income were worked out for every 
township, every village, and every household.

The whole county has made detailed calculations, the peasant households have 
reported their household accounts, and the plan for a further tnocrease of 100 wuan of 
per capita income has been drawn up. In this wav, the broad masses and cadres have 
turned their worry into jov. Atter 1981, Weixian County shook of f the ideological 
fetters of “taking grain as the kev Link,” and actively readjusted the lavout of crops, 
and the cotton-growing area was increased trom the original 200,000 mu to 500,000 mu. 
Last vear, the total output of ginned cotton reached nearly 80 million jin, and the 
teiai industrial and agricultural output value of the county reached 26) million vwuan, 
an increase of 150 percent over 1980, and the per capita tncome tnereased from SO wuan 
to 48 vuan. This vear, the state has decided to cance! the methed of state monopoly 
tor purchase of cotton. At ftirst, the cadres and the Masses were very worrted, for they 
feared that their first doubling of output would not be able to be sustained and tt 
would be hard to realize the second doubling of output Moreover, tbe were afraid that 
the income of the peasants might fall. 


In the face of the reality, the county CPC committe md eovernment realived that ttre 


production of cotten had exceeded the need, an the probier ' diftiecult in dtiepmeoe time 
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). Rural work and the third industry should be actively grasped. The countyv-run enter- 
prises should expand thetr outstanding products; the township and village enterprises 
should attach importance to bringing tn new (tems, equipment, technology, and talented 
persons. it was estimated that the newly established 85 township-run factories and S80 
villages-run tactortes could vield an output value of SO million vuan. At the same time, 
family tndustries should be actively developed, the total output value of which was esti- 
mated to reach as much as WW millfon vuan, Through the readjustment of these three 
levels, the total tndustrial and agricultural output value could reach J10 million vuan, 
and che per capita tnoome ot the people to the county could further tncrease bw 100 wuan 
over the present level.

of shoes will go up from 10 to 20 yuan. The people cannot get more shoes with more 
money. Other commodities have a similar situation. If we distribute more money 

to tue people, the people can only use more money to buy the same quantity of 
commodities. This will only cause inflation and the masses of people cannot pet 

any real bemetit. 


Therefore, we can see that the cadres who can truly represent the interest of the 
masses should be those who take the overall situation into consideration, are 
determined to carry out reform, and lead the masses to develop production so that 
the Masses can continuously improve their living condition, and not those who 
wantonly distribute monev and commodities to people at the cost of the national 
interest.
